DIED BOR ‘BORNIN’. 


Chicago Will not net: Mave a Hypnotic 
Clinic as Announced. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRB.) 


CHICAGO, Feb. 17.—A local paper 
says that Chicago’s hypnotic clinic has, 
“died abornin’”’. It was to have begun 
today at the Illinois Medical College, 
and promised to furnish the greatest 
sensation which the professions of med- 
icine and surgery in Chicago have 
known for years, but the great publi¢ 
attention it attracted even before its 
commencement was too much for the 
_conservative physicians identified with 
the college and the management of the 
institution in consequence recently de- 
cided not to allow the clinic to begin. 
This was to have been the first public 
hypnotic institution in the United 
States conducted by a medical school. 
It was to have been free to the public 
and would have taken an equal fvoting 
with the other free clinics run by the 


As an adjunct to the praciice of med- 
icine hypnotism has been used. for 
some time abroad. In France, Ger- 
many, Austria, Holland and Sweden 
special hospitals and institutions have 
been established which are devoted 
exclusively to the treatment of disease 
by hypnotics. In the United States the 
only public clinic where hypnotism has 
been used is the dental clinic of the 
University of Minnesota, Lut the med- 
ical faculty caused its withdrawal.

Supposed Due to, Chioroform Admin-

The Californian: were allowed only 
half an hour in which to set forth their 
claims, but they made good use of the 
limited time. Senstor White made use 
of the opportunity to put a flea in the 
ear of the Rivers and Hartors (Com- 
mittee, which willno doubt go a long 
way toward secusing for San Pedro 
harbor the approp‘iation asked for. It 
has been so apparent, ever since the 
opening of the session, that ‘western 
men weye getting shortened of every- 
thing in the wty of appropriations and 
other favors that Senator White 
thought it about time to call a ‘halt. 
He told the sommittee today that San 
Pedro harbor had been entirely omitted 
in the apprariations of the last Con- 
gress, and that while he was in favor 
of keeping down appropriations now, 
he consider:d the improvement of si 
San Pedro inner harbor a n 
and reasomble one, and that if ‘the 
committee should cut it off without any

Women and Girls Perish 
Miserably. 


Destruction of a Shirt Factory 
at Troy, N. Y. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

TROY. (N. Y.,) Feb. 17.—A small boy 
carelessly throwing a match into a pile 
of waste, a mass of flames, 300 girls 
and women, frenzied with fright, fight- 
ing for life as the flames chased them 
with hungry tongues, was the begin- 
ning of a fire tonight that consumed 
thousands of dollars’ worth of prop- 
erty and caused the destruction of 
many lives. 

From the outside of the high building 
the first notice of impending disaster 
was the sight of a body of girls as they 
rushed out on the fire-escapes from the 
windows, those who were more for- 
tunate crowding out the entrance. Fol- 
lowing them was a mass of smoke with 
flashes of hot flame in lurid streaks 
Then the mass of frenzied humanity 
finding the egresses too small for in- 
stant escape, began climbing over the 
sides of the escapes and bundles of 
clothing, filled with writhing human- 
ity, dropped at the feet of horrified 
passers-by. Within twenty minutes 
after the fire started there were three 
dead women laid upon the floor of 
an adjoining store and at least a dozen 
burned and maimed girls and women 
taken to the hospital or to their homes. 
Of the 360 girls and women in _ the 
building it is presumed that at least 
a half dozen are in the ruins, for it is 
impossible to locate all and there may 
possibly be a score of dead. 

It was just thirty minutes before the 
closing hour in Stettheimer & C».: 
shirt waist factory on River street, and 
350 girls and women were working 
rapidly to finish up. In the cutting- 
room on the fifth floor the 150 girls 
were closing up their day’s work and 
preparing to leave when .the whistle 
blew. Lillie Kreiger, who was working

a pile of oily rags and in instan the 
girl was enveloped in flame. With 
her clothes and hair burnirg, she 
| rushed to the window and at once the 
room became a struggling, shrieking 
mass of humanity, filling the windows, 
the fire-escapes and the er stairway. 
Jamming and’ pushing, tearing each 
others clothes from their backs, turn- 
ing in narrow corridors to find a sister, 
or mother, or friend, the number in the 
exits augmented every minute by those 
from the other floors, the girls and wo- 
men fought for their lives to get away 
from the flames that seemed 
growing to a monstrous size. 

With rare presence of mind, Police- 
man Farrell, who was on the street, 
seeing that in the panic a number were 
liable to jump, let down the awning 
over the entrance, and barely was it 
let down when two or three forms came 
i down from the fifth and sixth 

and, bounding from the awn- 
pe fell to the sidewalk. 

Tilly Kreiger, over whose machine 
the fire started, was one of these. She 
struck the awning on her back and 
bounded to her hands and knees on 
the walk. She got up and staggered 
about until people helped her to her 
feet again. By this time nearly every 
window had a female form dangling 
from it, and when the firemen arrived 
there was a hustle to get the ladders 
up. 

At the center window on the sixth 
floor, a womegn, hanging by her hands, 
was forced out by the flames licking 
her face. With a last shriek she let 
go and came tumbling down and struck 
the pavement. When picked up it was 
found that she was Mrs. Margaret Car- 
roll. Her spinal column was forced 
through her brain. 

Just below her, on another window, 
hung a woman turning appealing 
glances to the crowd. The black smoke 
was pouring from the window, but yet 
no flames were visible, and the crowd 
called encouragement to her to hold on, 
but a high red flame reached out just 
then and licked her face, and in an 
instant her body was rebounding from 
the pavement. She was Mrs. Foley, a 
widow. When picked up she was dead. 

On the same floor, hanging from an- 
other window, was another woman, 
and salvation in the shape of a ladder 
was almost within her grasp when her 
strength failed and she went twirling 
down to death. She was Mrs. Kane. 

The firemen and police worked like 
heroes, and to their energy was due 
a great saving of life. At least a dozen 
women and girls were .carried down 
the ladders or dragged out of the cor- 
ridors, the officers and firemen going 
into the midst of the smoke. The fire 
burned so fiercely by this time that no 
detailed search of the building could be 
made, and from what can be learned 
there were many girls and women on 
the three upper stories, either lying in 
fainting fits or overcome by smoke. 

It was this fact that led to the ru- 
mors that there were at least twenty 
women dead in the building, which, 
even at this writing, does not seem 
improbable. 

The flames ate down through three 
floors so quickly that the Western Un- 
ion Telegraph Company, the Jessup 
Crockery Company and the Van Zandt 
& Jacobs collar factory had no time 
to save anything. 

After the fire had started an adjoin- 

house caught from the falling of a 
rtion of the roof and from it smail 
uildings on the south caught. About 
8 o’clock the firemen heard cries com- 
ing from the topmost story on the 
south. The discovered an Italian 
dier named Frank Rossi, who kept a 
stand in the front of the building, pin- 
ioned by the legs under a heavy beam. 
Three policemen started to assist him, 
and with a fireman worked for three 
quarters of an hour. They had just 
about gotten him loose, when, with a 
roar the great south wall came crash- 
ing down and the horrified spectators 
saw the little group buried from view. 
When the smoke and dust had cleared 
there was a rush. of willing workers 
and in a little while the men were 
taken. out. All were imtured and had to 


THE MEMORIAL. 


Text of the Exhaustive Document 
Presented to Congress. 
(@Y ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—A delega- 
tion representing the Free Harbor 
League of Los Angeles, appeared before 
the House Committee on Rivers and 
Harborg today to urge an appropria- 
tion of $392,725 for the improvement of 
the inner harbor at San Pedro, Cal., 
recommended by the Board of Army 
Engineers. 

The delegation was composed of Col. 
H. G. Otis, publisher of the Los An- 
geles Times; W. C. Patterson of the 
Chamber of Commerce, W. D. Wool- 
wine and W. G. Kerckhoff of Los An- 
geles. They were assisted by Senators 
White and Perkins and Representative 
McLachlan of California. 

Col. Otis presented a memorial from 
the Free Harbor League, showing the 
necessity for the immediate appropria- 
tion of the amount asked for. The fol- 
lowing is the text in full: 

LOS ANGELES (Cal.,) Feb. 7, 1896. 

To the Congress of the United States: 
The Free Harbor League of Los An- 
geles, speaking in the name of its 300 
members, representing the people of 
this city, and with the indorsement of 
her Chamber. of Commerce, have the 
honor to present for your consideration — 
the important facts embraced herein, 
touching the further improvement of 
Wilmington Harbor, the government 
site and the commercial entrepot for 
this city, and the large and important 
territory adjacent thereto.

At the same 
time Southern California has received 
from the government an insignificant 
allowance compared with that arpro- 
priated for other sections, in which the 
necessity for harbor improvement is 
far less pressing. It is a conservative 
estimate that the lands of Southern 
California which move lly drain to the 
sea on the coast of Angeles and 
Orange counties, will support a popula- 
tion of several millions. Back of this 
lie the large fertile valleys of Arizona, 
now rapidly filling with population, 
support other millions. 
Then there is the rich region of South- 
ern Utah and Nevada, shortly to be 
placed in direct railroad coinmunica- 
tion with Los Angeles. 

The productiveness of these lands un- 
der irrigation can only be realized by 


ous results achieved within a few years 
in such flourishing places as Pasadena. 
Pomona, Riverside, Santa Ana, Phoe- 
nix and other places that have been 
reclaimed from the desert and have 
become wealthy, productive communi- 
ties. The possibilities of this section 
are shown by the fact that ten acres 
of irrigated land in Southern California 
will not only support a family in com- 
fort. but enable them to lay by money. 
A single acre of orange grove in full 
bearing will furnish more than a car- 
load of freight for the railroad. The 
orange crop of Southern California, 
which has grown to importance within 
the past ten years, amounts this sea- 
son to 7,000 carloads, worth more than 
$3,500,000; that is to say, a solid train- 
load of oranges for every day in the 
vear. and this tndustry is yet in its 
infancy. Oranges are, however, only 
one of the products of Southern Cali- 
fornia. Among other valuable crops 
raised here are lemons, olives, apri- 
cots, prunes, winter vegetables, wheat, 
barley, corn, hay, bees, honey, wool,

THE WILSON TRIO DEFY THE 


OMAHA AUTHORITIES. 


Two 
Ceurt Before They Could Be 


Forced Into Its Presence—They 
Escape Prosecution.

would determine. 

Senator Morgan then directed his in- 
quiries to the ascertainment of the 
transportation lines controlled by the 
Southern Pacific under the Kentucky 
charter, the result being to show that 
the company controlled lines through 
an exchange of stock from New Or- 
leans via San Francisco to Portland, 
Or., and owned not only a line of steam- 
ers from New Orleans to New York, but 
had a business arrangement from New 
Orleans to. Europe. The Kentucky 
company had, Huntington said, issued 
stock amounting to about $100,000,000, 
but in exchange for capital stock in 
other companies, and not for cash. He 
himself had $5,000,000 or $6,000,000 of the 
Kentucky company’s stock, but he 
thought the Stanford 
more of it than he. 

On the point of individual liability of 
stockholhders for the company’s debta, 
Huntington said that he did not believe 
they were liable, ‘‘and,’” he added, “‘the 
fact that those fellows say we are lia- 
ble makes me stronger in the belief 
that we are not.” 

Huntington declared he had no inter- 
ést in any of the contracts for building 
the Central Pacific, but he was: inter- 
ested somewhat in the Contract and 
Finance Company, as were his three 
railroad associates, Charles Crocker, 
Mark Hopkins and Leland Stanford.

JAPANESE MISSIONS. _.. 
Thirty-seven Million People Are 


Still Worshiping Idols. 
MY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 
BOSTON, Feb. 17.—The American 
Board of Missions of the Congrega- 
tional church made public this rye 
ing a report on Japan and Japanese mis- 
sions: The missionaries of the board; it 
is said, unlike others, have never been 
pastors of churches, nor have’ they to 
any great extent acted as such, even 
temporarily. Many chapels where 
no church organization exists are con- 
ducted by some self-supporting native 
church or else by such a church’ and 
mission co-operation. Some chapels, 
however, have been conducted as purely 
missionary enterprises. One unique 
feature of the work has been the 
theater meetings which were in. favor 
when things foreign were popular, but 
the “big preach,” as it was called, has 
for the most part fallen into disuse.

SAN JOSE, Feb. 17.—This morning 
Judge Lorrigan granted a new trial in 
the suit of George R. Barron against 
Eva Rose Barron to set aside the will 
of Edward Barron, deceased. . 

By the will George Barron was al- 
lowed $100,000 in trust. The jury decided 
that undue influence had been used by 
the second wife against ‘George and 
that Barron was of unsound mind 
when the will was made. The new 
trial was granted today on the ground 
that an error had been made in admit- 
ting evidence as to the early poverty 
of Barron and his wife, their separa- 
tion, the value of the property at the 
time of the separation, Barron’s mar- 
riage to his second wife and his declar- 
ation concerning his second wife prior 
to his marriage. George Barron by 
breaking the will was_ entitled 
to $200,000. The proponent will appeal 
to the Supreme Court against the de- 
cision for a new trial.

A THIRTY-TON RIFLE. 
Another Valuable Addition to the 
Golden Gate’s Defense. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 17.—Another 
big gun reached the Presideo yesterday 
and was hauled to the top of the ridge 
back of Fort Point. This is the sec- 
ond thirty-ton rifle to be added to the 
Fort Point battery and completes the 
trio ordered for this coast several 
years ago. The first to arrive was the 
fifty-ton monster which has remained 
unmounted near the fort for nearly a 
year and which was conveyed to Fort 
Point in a barge. i 
. Upon. the arrival of the two thirty- 
ton guns last week it was decided 
that they could be placed in position 
as readily by hauling them around the 
‘bay and then hoisting them by means 
of a steam engine. Both guns were 
successfully landed in this manner, 
the. first. reaching the Presideo last 
Thursday and the other yesterday aft- 
ernoon. The guns were carried on 
two heavy trucks, securely chained to- 
gether and drawn by forty horses. 
The first gun damaged the cable slot 
of the Union-street car line, so the 
second was hauled out Greenwich 
street instead of Union. While the

_day afternoon, a six-inch axle on one 
of the trucks snapped, delaying the 
- work several hours. The three guns 

will be mounted in a short time and, 
together with the wuw«ee dynamite 
weapons lately tested, will form a 
value addition to the defense of the 
Golden Gate.

‘TAKING A TURN ABOUT. 


MACEO’S FORCES ACTIVE WHILE 
GOMEZ IS APATHETIC. 


The Former Gets His Men Out of 
the Trap in Pinar Del Rio—At- 
tacks on the Insurgents Result 

in Their Losing Men. 
(Y ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 
HAVANA, Feb. 17.—(By South Amer- 
ican Cable.) Antonio Maceo .s fairly 
within the province of Havana and 
east of the Batabano trocha, ad if he 
,has not joined forces with Gotnez, he 
is in a position to do «0 when he 
pleases. Large forces of insurgents 
are aiso within reach cf Mantanzas 
province where they are over running 
the. country and doing much dan:age. 

The whereabouts of Gomez is not 

known as he has not led any large 

aggressive movements for some time. 

He seems to have lapsed into a condi- 


tion of seeming apathy, like that which 
characterized his stay in Puerto Prin- 


ing an energetic campaign in Santi- 
ago de Cuba. At that period of seem- 
ing apathy on Gomez’s part terminated 
with his eruption into Santa Clara and 
his dashing march westward almost to 
the gates of Havana, showing . how 
busy He had been making effective 
preparations, the authorities do not al- 
low themselves to count much upon his 
present quietude. 

At last reports, Gomez was in ss 
Vegas, a little west of the center of 
Havana province. This town has been, 
to a large extent, the headquarters of 
the insurgents for some time past and 
has been in their hands...In. fact, a 
number of the officials of 
went over to the insurgents. | 

‘Yesterday Antonio Maceo, with his 
large following from Pinar del Rio, 
made known his presence about San 
Antonio de las Vegas. His band, to- 
gether with Miro and Castillo, was at- 
tacked at that town yesterday by a 
column of troops under Col. Segura, 
and an engagement ensued. Col. Se- 
gura, in his officia]. report, relates that 
his forces taok the town and dislodged 
the insurgents who retreated to a hill 
at Culebra. There they took positions 
and prepared to make a stand, but the 
artillery was brought to play upon 
them and they were charged with the 
bayonet. 
They retreated, leaving 12 dead, be- 
sides 71 horses, some arms and a quan- 
tity of ammunition. Col. Segura also 
engage a portion of Maceo’s command 
at Vapor, where a vanguard of 60 and 
a main y of 600 insurgents were 
passing. The insurgent loss at that 
point was 3 killed and 12 wounded. 

Gen. Echagua employed a bit of 
strategy to come up with the rebels. 
He embarked his command upon a 
train made up to resemble a freight 
train. The insurgents mistook it for 
a freight train and, near Molina, sur- 
rounded it with the intention of de- 
stroying it. The Spanish force at- 
tacked them and, taking them by sur- 
prise, caused them a considerable loss 
in killed and wounded. 

The Spanish authorities here com- 
ment upon Antonio Maceo’s return to 
Havana province by stating that he 
came with 3000 men from the eastern 
provinces, and that he has returned 
from Pinar del Rio with about 700 men. 
Even if he left some men in Pinar del 
Rio, they say, these figures prove that 
he sustained a great loss while in that 
province. 

A group of insurgents have burned 
the stations at Minar, Campo and 
Florida and the warehouses of San 
Miguel, near here, on the railroad to 
Matanzas. 


RECEIVED GREAT STORES. 


NEW. YORK, Feb. 17.—A dispatch to 
the World from Kingston, Jamaica, 
says several invalid Cubans who have 
arrived there report that immense 
stores of munitions of war have been 
received by the insurgents, which have 
enabled them to take measures for the 
occupation of the city of Santiago the 
moment the United States government 
recognizes them. Gen. Weyler’s advent 
has compelled them to plan prompt and 
decisive action. 


HE WAS A PRISONER. 


EMPORIA (Kan.,) Feb. 17.—Charles 
Christy of Waverly, Kan., a young 
lawyer, well known here, has just ar- 
rived from Cuba, where he was a pris- 
oner. He, with about four hun- 

others, was captured in a battle 
near Havana. All but he and fifteen 
other Americans were lined up and 
shot. The American Consul saved him. 
Christy is a member of one of the pio- 
neer families of Coffey county. He is 
an enthusiastic Cuban patriot and | 
claims the insurgents have everything 
on the island except Havana, and that 
will soon fall.

FREE HARBOR. 


(Continued from first page.) 


hides, sugar beets and petroleum, while 
the gold-mining industry is rapidly as- 
suming importance. : 

Los Angeles, the commercial metrop- 
olis of this rich section, is a progressive 
city of over 80,000 inhabitants, having 
increased from a population of 11,000 
in 1880. It is still growing more rapidly 
than any city of its size in the United 
States. It is the terminus of sixteen 
lines of railroads, including three 
transcontinental lines. The value of 
oe erected last year was $4,- 


To show the remarkable growth that 
has been made by Southern California 
it is only necessary to state that while 
the increase in population of the State 
in ten years was 39 per cent., that of 
Southern California was 319 per cent. 

The importance of Los Angeles as a 
commercial point and the urgent need 
for good harbor facilities is shown by 
the fact that it is on the direct line 
of the shortest route from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific, by way of the lowest 
mountain passes. In the 1200 miles of 
the Pacific Coast there are but three 
great outlets to the sea—one at the 
Columbia river, another at the Golden 
Gate, and the third and best, by the 
low mountain passes of Los Angeles, 
San Bernardino and San Diego coun- 
ties. No other transcontinental road 


and obstacles which were conquered 
by the Central Pacific under impetus 
of immense subsidies granted during 
war times. The Central Pacific has to 
climb 7017 feet, as compared with 3,- 
$19 for the Atchison. Topeka and Santa 
Fé at the Cajon; 2822 for the Atlantic 
and Pacific at Soledad, and 2560 for the 
Southerh Pacific at San Gorgonio. The 
Southern Pacific route, from San 
Pedro to Galveston, is 800 miles shorter 
than any other from tide-water to tide- 
water. 

The ocean outlet of this region must 
be found on the shore of Los Angeles 
and Orange counties. High mountain 
ranges, requiring heavy grades, expen- 
sive to work, obstruct communication 


south, and on the north there is no good 
harbor nearer than San Francisco. 

The general trade of the section 
around Los Angeles is destined to be of 
great importance. The ports of Los 
Angeles lie forty-eight hours nearer to 
Australia and New Zealand, by the 
nearest steamship route. It has the 
same advantage over the nearest route 
from San Francisco to Ceylon, whence 
large cargoes of tea are now exported 
to Australia and England. A beginning 
has been made in the importation of tea 
from Ceylon to the United States, and 
the trade is likely to assume large 4i- 
mensions. Negotiations are now under 
way for the.calling of a line of Cen- 
tral and South American steamships 
at a Los Angeles port. The completion 
of the Nicaragua canal will materiaily 
help to effect this changing of “trade 
lines to the southern ports, as the 
traffic from the Atlantic coast and from 
Europe, which now goes by sail vessels 
via Cape Horn, and which after round- 
ing the Horn, strikes well cut to the 
mid Pacific to catch the trade winds, 
and then more easily makes the port of 
San Francisco, will be transferred to 
propellers via the canal, which will 
hug the shore on the way north as its 
shortest line, and will reach the south- 
ern ports first. This will give the short 
sea carriage and the low land grads 
to the interior of the continent by the 
southern ports as against the longer 
sea voyage and the high grades of the 
northern routes. 


For confirmation of the above state- 
ments, and for further details on the 
same subject, see report of the Board 
of United States Engineers of 1892, com- 
posed of Col. (now Gen.) Wiliam P. 
Craighill, Lieut.-Col. H. M. Robert, 
Lieut.-Col. Peter C. Haines, Maj. C. 
W. Raymond, Maj. Thomas H. Han- 
bury, locating the deep-water harbor 
for Los Angeles at San Pedro, pages 
8 and 4, in the course of which re- 
port the board says: 

“Considering, therefore, the probable 
needs of commerce in the near future, 
the board is of the opinion that the 
proposed deep-water harbor is of high 
national importance, and well worthy 
of nt aaa by the general govern- 
ment.” 


The board also makes the following im- 
portant and encouraging statement in 
its report: 

“By far the most important aspect of 
this subject, however, is its relation to 
the probable future development of the 
deep-sea commerce of the country. 
Heretofore the Asiatic trade has natu- 
rally gone to San Francisco, but it has 
been pointed out that the construction 
of the Canadian and Northern Pacific 
railroads have introduced two competi- 
tors for the overland transportation of 
the Asiatic commerce. Two through 
‘lines, the Southern Pacific and the 
Santa Fé systems, cross the continent 
from Los Angeles at much lower eleva- 
tions than the Northern lines, and also 
connect the Pacific with the Gulf of 
Mexico, and their operation is never ob- 
structed by snow and ice. If a safe. ac- 
cessible and cenvenient harbor for deep- 
draft vessels existed on the Southern 
coast these would appear the most fa- 
vorable lines for the transportation of 
Asiatic and Australian commerce. . 

‘Should the Nicaragua ‘Canal be com- 
pleted, the importance of the proposed 
harbor will become stil greater. At the 
present time the most convenient course 
for sailing vessels coming around the 
Horn is to go out into the mid-Pa- 
cific and strike the trade winds to 
make the port of San Francisco. With 
the completion of the canal, commerce 
will be principally transported by 
steam vessels of moderate draft, which 
will move north along the coast and 
seek the nearest favorable and con- 
venient port from which their freight 
can reach its. market. 

“A deep-water harbor on the,southern 
coast would thus receive the Asiatic 
and Australian »freights for shipment 
over the most favorable  transconti- 
nental lines, accommodate alarge part 
of the commerce passing through the 
Nicaragua Canal, which now goes 
around the Horn, and finally furnish a 
port of shipment and supply not only 
for the productive territory in its im- 
mediate vicinity, but also for the great 
interior plateau reached by the south- 
ern railways beyond the mountain 
ranges. Considering, therefore, the 
probable needs of commerce in the near 
future, the board is of the opinion that 
the proposed deep-water harbor is of 
high national importance, and well 
worthy of construction by the general 
government.” 

Along the shore line of Los Angeles 
and Orange counties there are four 
ports, San Pedro, Santa Monica, Re- 


dondo and Newport. Of these only San 
Pedro has a harbor, the others being 
open roadsteads, with wharves, the’ 
wharf at Santa Monica, a long and 
costly one, that was constructed by, 
the Southern Pacific Company. The’ 
harbor at San Pedro is not accessible. 
to vessels drawing more than eighteen 
and one-half feet, the minimum depth 
of water on the bar at low tide being 
about fourteen _ feet. 

San Pedro landing (vide U. S. Coast 
Survey, J, No. 4, date, 1855,) was the 
embaracadero for the Mission San Ga- 
briel, and the Pueblo of Los Angeles 
from their founding. For a century 
and a quarter the locality has been the 
principal shipping point of the dis- 
trict. The landing was at the mouth 
of Wilmington Lagoon. In later years 
Wilmington, at the head of the lagoon 
of that name, three and one-half imiles 
inland, became the shipping point and 
port of entry. The harbor from that 
time on has been officially known as 
Wilmington Harbor (vide U. 8. Coast 
and Geodetio Survey Chart, No. 5143.) 

Twenty-five years ago, after careful 
investigation, the engineering experts 
of the government decided that San 
Pedro presented the best facilities for 
a harbor of any point along the south- 


ern coast. The first appropriation was 


obtained in 1870, and the sum of $955,000 
has been expended in small install- 
ments since then, resulting in an in- 
crease of depth on the bar from eight- 
een inches at low tide to about four- 
teen feet. lt is doubtful whether any- 
where in the United States such great 
results have been accomplished by the 
expenditure of so moderate an amount 
of money. In its report the board of 
1892 says (page 10:) 

“It is believed to be established that 
the natural forces will be able practi- 
cally to maintain this artifcial channel. 

“The permanent improvement of a 
harbor entrance on 4 sandy coast is 
one of the most difficult problems of 
maritime engineering. Indeed, the 
board knows of no other instance of 
the successful maintenance of such an 
entrance without a considerable back- 
water discharge, Or the assistance of 
frequent dredging, or the scour from 
flushing reservoirs. The permanent 
enlargement of such a@ channei to seven 
or eight times its natural depth by 
the construction of jetties aggregating 
only about one and three-fourths miles 
in length is an achievement so unusual 
that it merits attentive study.” 

The Engineering Board of 1892, which 
reported for a third time in favor of 
San Pedro as a site for a government 
deep-sea harbor, recommended the con- 
struction pf such a harbor, and esti- 
mated the cost at $2,885,324 (See report, 
page 25.) The board, in its report, says: 

“Having. made careful and critical 
examination\.for @ proposed deep-wa- 
ter harbor at San Pedro or Santa 
Monica bays, as required by law, the 
board is unanimously of the opinion 
that the location selected by the Board 
of Engineers of 1890, at the present 
anchorage at the westerly side of San 
Pedro Bay, under Point Firmin, is the 
more eligible location for such har- 
bor in depth, width, and capacity 
to accommodate the largest ocean-go- 
ing vessels and the commercial and 
naval necessities of the country.” The 
board adds that after careful consid- 
eration it is of the opinion that the lo- 
cation of San Pedro is the best and 
cheapest as regards capacity for de- 
fense. The government owns a small 
reservation on the bluff overlooking the 
harbor. 

The question naturally arises here 
why, in view of the evident pressing 
need for this improvement, and of the 
repeated recommendations made by 
government engineers in its favor, so 
little has been done. Briefly, the rea- 
son for the delay has been the active 
and determined opposition of the 
Southern Pacific Company, which, as 
above stated, has constructed a large 
wharf at Santa Monica, north of San 
Pedro, and wishes the government to 
construct a deep-water harbor at that 
point. 

In a nutshell, then, the case is this: 
The Southern Pacific Company had a 
wharf at Santa Monica; it tore down 
that wharf at Santa Monica to go to 
San Pedro, which it considered a bet- 
ter location; it remained there for 
years, working hard for appropriations 
to improve San Pedro, and never dis- 
covering that there was anything the 
matter with the harbor until the Ter- 
minal Company bought Rattlesnake 
Island and the Santa Fé Company 
went to Redondo, which, being north 
of San Pedro, has the advantage of 
getting the first chance at steamships 
coming from San Francisco loaded with 
merchandise for our people. Then the 
Southern Pacific Company went a few 
miles north of Redondo and Santa 
Monica,. bought up through other peo- 
ple the entire waterfront, with the ex- 
ception of a few feet, built a long 
wharf, and proceeded to lobby at Wash- 
ington for the defeat of an appropria- 
tion for a deep-water harbor at San 
Pedro, which had already been recom- 
mended by the government engineers. 
In consequence of their misrepresen- 
tations another boatd of engineers was 
appointed, which omce more reported 
strongly in favor’ of San Pedro and 
against Santa Monica. The arguments 
of the Southern Pacific engineer 
against the holding ground at San Pe- 
dro were shown to be entirely base- 
less. The engineers said that San Pe- 
dro was a better place for a harbor 
than Santa Monica; that it was better 
for the purpose of defense in time of 
war, and that the harbor could be 
built there cheaper than at the South- 
ern Pacific site. 

Not only have the several boards of 
United States engineers been unani- 
mous in their selection of San Pedro 
as the site for a deep-water harbor, 
but the people of Los Angeles and 
Southern California are practically 
unanimous on the subject, excepting 
the citizens of Santa Monica, a sum- 
mer resort eighteen miles from Los 
Angeles, and even some of them favor 
the improvement of San Pedro, recog- 
nizing the fact that in view of the re- 
peated reports by government experts 
it is a case of San Pedro or nothing. 
The opinion of our citizens has been 
clearly shown by petitions and at an 
official vote taken among members of 
the Los Angeles Chamber of Com- 
merce, On April 7, 1894, when, in spite 
of the greatest exertion put forth by 
representatives of the Southern Pacific 
Company, a resolution favoring San 
Pedro was adopted by a vote of 328 to 
131, a majority of nearly two and one- 
half to one.~ It is recognized by the 
people of this section that a harbor, to 
be of value to the growing commerce 
of Southern California, must be free 
to all transportation companies that 
seek admittance. 

At present the people of Southern 
California, recognizing that in the pres- 
ent condition of the nation’s finances, 
it would be very difficult to obtain an 
appropriation for the large amount 
necessary for a deep-water outer har- 
bor, are confining their request to a 
moderate sum for the completion of 
work on the inner harbor. The object 
of the government engineers is to se- 
cure a depth of eighteen feet, 

In February, 1895, the Secretary of 
War transmitted to the Senate a re- 
port of Lieut.-Col. W. H. H. Benyaurd, 
Corps of Engineers, containing esti- 
mates amounting to $292,725 for fur- 
ther improvements of Wilmington Har- 
bor. These further improvements con- 
template the gaining of a depth of 
eighteen feet at mean low tide at the 
entrance with greater depths inside. 
(Vide Ex. Doc. 61, Fifty-third Cozgress, 
third session.) 

In his report, Col Benyaurd urges 
that deeper-draught vessels can cross 
the bar than can now Iie at the 
wharves, citing the Forest ueen as an 
instance, And further that if the inter. 
ior basin were deepened and the wharf 
fronts dredged there would undoubtedly 
be an increase in the number of vessels 
that would partially lighter in ¢he 
outer anchorage sufficiently to be able 
to enter and unload at tne wharves. 
Also, with the channels widened and 
dredged, steamers could turn easily pre- 
paratory departure.

FOR SAN PEDRO HARBOR. 


— 


As will be seen from the telegraphic 
mavices from Washington, published 
this morning, the committee appointed 
by the Free Harbor League of Los An- 
geles appeared yesterday before the 
House Committee on Rivers and Har- 
bors, presenting a memorial asking for 
the further improvement of San Pedro 
harbor, and making an argument in 
support of that memorial, which is 
printed in full in the _ telegraphic 
columns. 

This carefully-prepared presentation 
of the subject speaks for itself, and 
should leave no doubt in the mind of 
any reasonable preson as to the justice 
and moderation of the claims made 
upon the Federal government by citi- 
zens of Los Angeles and its tributary 
territory. 

It is shown that for a distance of five 


‘hundred miles, between San Francisco 


and San Diego, there is no harbor of 
refuge for one of the richest sections of 
the United States, a section that will 
support a population of mililons. The 


commercial possibilities of Los Ange- 


les, on the chortest line between. the 
two oceans, by way of the lowest moun- 
tain passes, are clearly and briefly set 
forth. The repeated strong recommenda- 
tions of the government engineers in 
favor of a harbor at San Pedro, for 
commercial and national purposes, and 
the facilities for creating that harbor 
are recited, and full references are ap- 
pended to government documents bear- 
ing on the question. 

There never was a more just. or rea- 
sonable claim presented to Congress 
from a community of such importance 


‘as this. If there has been any error, 


it has been on the side of moderation. 
Los Angeles merely asks that it be per- 
mitted to carry out its manifest des- 
‘tiny as the commercial metropolis of 
the Southwest. The amount requested 
is a bagatelle in comparison with ap- 


propriations made for localities whose 
claims for recognition do not begin to 


with ours. 

From the telegraphic reports it will 
be seen that the arguments, ably ad- 
‘vanced by the Los Angeles committee, 
avere well received, and that we may 
reasonably hope for a favorable re 
sponse. Meantime, our citizens should 
not relax their efforts to convince Con- 


' gress that we are practically a unit on 


this most important question. 


TIME FOR ACTION. 


-°The Armenians have received, as 
yet, but little from the civilized 
world except resolutions and ex- 
pressions of sympathy, and these cer- 
tainly do not go far towards mitigat- 
ing their sufferings.

revolting in savage cruelty than that 
which, in the face of Christendom, the 
harbarous Turk is guilty of today, 
pith not a hand among all the enlight-

ened and Christian nations to stay his 
course. The daring of the Turkish 
government is unmeasured, defying, 
as it does, the moral sentiment of all 
civilized peoples, powers strong enough 
to crush it utterly if they would, but 
who yet stand supinely by while men 
are butchered, women and children 
outraged, and the greatest cruelties 
that human malignity can invent are 
perpetrated. 

It is time for action—time that 
something more were done than hold- 
ing meetings of indignation and pass- 
ing resolutions of sympathy, while 
barbarities go on ceaselessly, and the 
tide of human blood is not stayed. 


Thus the Chicago Times-Herald on 
the financial “comedy” now running 
on the boards of the government play- 
house in Washington: “No dramatist 
has ever presented on the stage, 
ancient or modern, a more perfect il- 
lustration of comedy than has been 
furnished in the monetary system of 
the United States within a month. The 
National Executive asked for gold to 
replenish an exhausted reserve in the 
national treasury and offered 4 per 
cent. bonds in exchange. Since this 
proposal was made $16,000,000 and 
more in gold was drawn out of the 
treasury itself and offered back to the 
government in exchange for that pro- 
portion of bonds on which the people 
of the United States will pay interest 
for at least ten years, and probably 
until 1925. If this be not eomedy in 
finance, by what name shall it be 
called? Nor is it a laughing matter. 
The country has already incurred adebt 
of $262,000,000 with interest to keep 
this comedy going. Yet there are peo- 
ple who say that the monetary system 
of the United States is in no need of re- 
vision. It is only in relation to Amer- 
ican finance that the American seems 
to lose his otherwise acute sense of 
humor.”

A REBELLIOUS CREW. 


They Claim That the Elisia’s Cargo

NANSEN’S RELIEF. 


A Chicago Syndicate Proposes ‘to 
Send Out a Party. - 
CHICAGO, Feb. -17.—Recent reports 
concerning the return of Dr. Nansen 
from the North Pole have induced a 
Chicago syndicate to consider the ad- 
visability of dispatching a party at 
once to the Lena River for the purpose 
of ascertaining the foundation for the 
accounts received, as well as to assist, 
if possible, the returning explorers in 
the probable march toward . either 
Yakttsk or Irkutsh. The man selected 
to lead the party is E. B. Baldwin, 
meteorologist of Lieut. Peary’s North 
Greenland expedition of 1893-94. Much 
information concerning the region to 
be .traversed as well as special facili- 
ties for expediting Baldwin on the 
journey to Siberia have been afforded 
by Monsieur A. S. Savin, Comte de 
Toulouse Lautree, now in Chicago, who 
is connected with the Siberian Rail- 


way. 

In an interview, Baldwin said: Barr- 
ing such information concerning Nan- 
sen’s whereabouts as would make the 
proposed trip inexpedient at this time, 
I shall go direct from San Francisco 
to Vliadivostock on the Pacific Coast, 
more than eight thousand miles from 
St. Petersburg. From Vladivostock to 
Irkutsk, the first 450 miles will be by 
railway, and the remaining distance 
by post. Twenty-two days will be oc- 
cupied in making the transit. The 
time to be consumed between Chicago 
and Irkutsk will be about fifty days.” 


THE SCHOOL QUESTION. 


Canada’s Government to Try for the 


Support of Manitobans. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 


CHICAGO, Feb. 17.—A dispatch from 
Winnipeg, Manitoba, says that in the 
face of the remedial bill just introduced 
at' Ottawa to restore Roman Catholic 
separate schools in the province, the 
Dominion government, under Sir 
Charles Tupper, will make a big ef- 
fort to retain the support of Manitoba’s 
members in the Dominion House.

Premier Greenway and his government 
decline to take action on the school 
question until they officially receive a 
copy of the remedial bill. Then they 
will no doubt give notice of a vigorous 
resistance. 


FOUND IN MUD. 


Mysterious Death of Elmer Sheets 
at Muncie, Ind. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 


MUNCIE, (ind.,) Feb. 17.—The dead 
body of Elmer Sheets was found lying 
alongside the Lake Erie and Western 
tracks. Both feet, one of which was 
bare, were frozen in the mud and his 
body was covered with an inch of snow 
that had fallen during the night. There 
are six small gashes on the left side 
of the face. It was necessary to chop 
the mud from around the feet. before 
the body could be moved. 

The six gashes are about an inch in 
length and were made with a sharp 
instrument which crushed the skull, 
causing death. There was a slight bruise 
on his left side. He was not killed by 
the train, as none passed after 7:40 
o’clock in the evening, and he was seen 
after that hour. The belief is that he 
was murdered. Elmer Sheets was twen- 
tv-three years old and the son of Henry 
Sheets, a prominent citizen, who owns 
a large dairy in the city. No clew to the 
murderers has been found.

Yesterday afternoon Frederick Warde 
the great dramatist, delivered an ad- 
dress before the pupils of the Normal 
School on “The Women of* Shakes- 
peare.””’ The speaker endeavored to 
portray the different phases of woman’s 
character as conceived by the great 
master mind of the English drama, dnd 
set forth in his plays. Pope has sai: 
“The greatest study of mankind is 
man,” and he might have added woman 
also. Shakespeare studied women 
closely. Though his own marriage wita 
Anne Hatheway, eight years his senior, 
was most unhappy, and such a man 
naturally looks upon woman with aver- 


of the noblest and purest characters is 
Of noble birth and large fortune, the 


request, to be not of her own choice, the 
fortunate suitor who finds ‘a talisman 


and lead. 

At last she met her fate in Bassanio, 
and with trembling watches to see if 
he will choose the lucky casket. ' “I 
hope he is not a silver man,” we can 
fancy she says in her heart. Fate is 
kind to her knight, who had also won 
her heart. Bassanio hears of a friend 
in deep trouble and is downcast. Por- 
tia, with tenderest love, asks: ““What 
is it? I must share your sorrow.” He 
tells her of his friend’s indebtedness 
and the cruel Shylock. They are 
wedded and journey to Venice. Then 
we see Portia in her greatness. What 
can she do to aid her friends? She goes 


case. The day of the trial comes, the 
Doge, nobles and others are assem- 
bled, and, last of all, Portia in the dis- 
guise of an old woman. She appeals 
first to the mercy of Shylock, but in 
vain. “The quality“of mercy is not 
strained; it droppeth as the gentle rain 
from heaven.” Next she appeals to his 
cupidity, but without success, for he 
has said: “I want my bond.” Portia 
says: “The law must be carried out; 
he shall take the pound of flesh, but if 
he shed one drop of Christian blood he 
shall die.’’ 

Portia stands as the successful advo- 
cate, and one of the noblest characters 
of Shakespeare. 

The lecturer next compared Clarissa, 
maid of Portia, and Jessica, daughter 
of Shylock. Ophelia in Hamlet is one 
of the sweetest and most beautiful of 
women in her true love and patience, 
and when deep sorrow falls on her lover 
she, like a sensitive flower, fades away, 
and, lastly, a cloud, born of her sor- 
rows, drives away the happiness of her 
girlhood. She sings to the birds and 
twines wreaths in her wandering fan- 
cies. At last her untimely death puts 
an end to this sweet young life 
that began so full of promise.

Lady Anne, in “Richard III,” shows 
the weakness and unstability of one 
woman’s character, She is loud in her 
grief, but it is shallow, and with new

Rosalind in “As You Like It,” is 
bright and witty. Juliet is one of the 
sweetest characters of Shakespeare. “I 
will follow thee throughout the world,” 
she says to Romeo. Their love and 
tragic death is one of the saddest yet 
most beautiful of love scenes. Lady 
Macbeth is generally considered a 
heartless and wicked woman, but I say 
rather that she is a type of sincere de- 
votion, whose ambition was not for 
herself but for her husband’s success. 

The speaker closed by saying that 
woman was the greatest gift of God to 
man.

An Ocean Greyhound. 


(Harper’s Round Table:) Just as the 
government of the city of New York 
is divided among the Mayor, Aldermen, 
and boards and commissioners of vari- 
ous; departments, so the administration 
of & giant steamship is divided into 
specialties. The Mayor is the chief 
of the city. The captain is the chief 
officer of the ship. He is more than 
that.. From the time she leaves port 
until : she enters port he is master of 
the life and liberty of every person 
aboard the ship, as well as of ail the 
property in it. He is an autocrat. Of 
course he must administer his au- 
thority ‘wisely. Unwise autocrats don’t 
last long, whether afioat or ashore. — 

The Head of each department is re- 
saggy er for al] that goes on in it. 

e first officer-is at the head of the 
pivot or navigating department. The 
chief engineer directs everything con- 
nected with the engines. The chief 


ate d has full control of al) that has 
with the comfort of the passen- 
pa ais crew. Each of these chiefs 


makes a written report at noon every 

day. Thus the captain is kept informed 

of everything pertaining to the ship’s 
welfare. 

Every one of the senior officers of the 
ship is a duly qualified master, capable 
of taking her around the world if need 
be. The day is divided into “watches” 
or tours of duty, of four hours each. 
One junior officer is on the bridge with 
each genior officer on duty. The senior 
officer directs the ship’s course. He 
never leaves the bridge while he is on 
watch. Should he do so he would be 
dismissed at once.’ There is no excuse 
possible. It would be just as if he 
had died suddenly. His friends would 
all feel sorry, but nothing could be 
done to help him. Two seamen are al- 
ways on watch in the bow of the ship, 
and two more in the foretop. Twice as 
many are on the lookout in thick 
weather. Observations are taken every 
two hours. In the good old sailing ship 


days the captain was content to “take 


the sun” at noon every day. If the sky 
was cloudy for a day or two, it really 
didn’t matter much,.for he could jog 

along on dead reckoning. But on an 
ocean greyhound, shing over the 
course between N York and Europe 
at the rate of more than twenty miles 
an hour, it is highly important that 
the ship’s position be known all the 
times Fog may come down at any mo- 
be ob- 
tainable for ten or twlve hours. The 
positions of more than one hundred 
stars are known. By observing any. 
one of these the ship’s Whereabouts 
can be ascertained in a few minutes. 
Of course the “road’’ S more or 
less familiar to a man who crosses the 
ocean along the same route year after 
year, Yet this familiarity never breeds 
contempt or any carelessness. No man 
knows all the influences that affect the 
currents of the ocean. You may find 
the current in one place the same forty 
times in succession; on the forty-first 
trip it may be entirely changed. Some- 
times a big storm that has ended four | 
or five hours before the steamship 
passes a certain place may have given 
the surface current a strong set in one 
direction. There is no means of telling 
when these influences may have been

tion frequently.

Some months ago, T. P. Lukens, a 
member of the City Council, put his 
resignation in the hands of the City 
Clerk, but learning that a man ‘vas to 
be appointed to fill the vacancy who 
would not, in his opinion, be the choice 
of the people in the First Wurd, and 
that the petition of residents in that 
ward for the appointment of a certain 
man for the position would probably 
be ignored by the trustees, Mr.. Lukens 
withdrew his resignation from the 
hands ef the City Clerk before it had 
any file marks placed upon it, anda it 
therefore never came before the Coun- 
cil at all, at the time, and consequently 
no action could be taken upon it. To- 
day, to the surprise of the Council, Mr. 
Lukens presented to the Council his 
formal resignation, to take effect at 
once, in order that his successor should 
be elected, as required by !aw, at the 


4 ey forthcoming election in April. 
4 In conversing with Mr. Lukens this 
4 morning upon the subject, the Times 


correspondent was told by him that the 
demands of his business have so in- 
a creased as to require all his time, and 
that having served the city’six vears,

In reference to the resignation of 
City Attorney Arthur, Judge Weed of 
the Committee on Ordinance and Ju- 
diciary made a report.

When John 
is away all day, John’s wife is not par- 
ticular about what she eats at noon, 
but she feels ashamed to set her 
chance guest down to cold bread, cold 
meat, and a cup of tea. In order to 
guard against such an uncomfortable 
contretemps one housekeeper has a 
certain corner of her butler’s pantry 
which she calls her “emergency cor- 
ner.”’ Here are tin cans of pork and 
beans, boxes of sardines, anchovy 
paste, and, par eminence, a tin box of 
grated cheese. This matron’s great 
stand-by is a cheese souffle. It is eco- 
nomical and savory, and can be pre- 
pared in a short time. First a white 
sauce is made by cooking together a 
table-spoonful of flour and one of but- 
ter until they bubble, and adding to 
them a half cup of milk. This is stirred 
constantly until thick, when two table 
spoonfuls of grated cheese and a lit- 
tle salt and pepper are beaten in. The 
saucepan is then taken from the fire, 
and two well-beaten yolks of eggs are 
added. Last of all the whites of two 
eggs, Whipped stiff, are stirred lightly 
into the mixture, which is now turned 
into a buttered pudding-dish and set in 
a hot oven. As soon as it is of a gol- 
den-brown it is done. 

Cheese is the basis of many a palata- 
ble hastily-prepared luncheon dainty. 
Sardines rolled in cracker crumbs and 
set in the oven until brown are excel- 
lent appetizers. A little lemon juice. 
should be squeezed on them before 
sending to the table. ‘Toasted bread 
spread with anchovy paste and set in 
the oven until smoking hot is another 
excelent emergehcy dish. The list 
might be lengthened indefinitely, but 
it is well to fix upon a few dishes for 
which all material is always kept at 
hand. 

Wise is the housewife who keeps an 
emergency corner well stocked. She 
has then a heart for any fate in the 
way of an uninvited guest, as she is 
never then caught unprovided. She 
can enjoy her friend's society with the 
calm consciousness that the friend will 
enjoy her launch.

POSTAL SAVINGS PANKS. The-n- 
thusiasm with which the recent bond 
issue was received by the g¢neral pub- 
lic adds another argument in favor 0’ 
the establ'shment of post ‘ffice sav ngs 
banks, which would furnish an abso- 
lutely sure place of deposit for sma] 
savings at a moderate rate of interest, 
and at the same time furnish the gov- 
ernment with all the money it needs. 
Another strong argument showing 
the need for such an institution, 's the 
fact that many people persist in get- 
ting the postoffice department to tat. 
care of their money anyhow, by the 
clumsy and expensive device of having 
money orders made out to themselves 
at another station. In this way, in- 
stead of getting inter:st on their 
money, they have to pay the govern-~ 
ment for taking care of it. 

There are many arguments in favor of 
postal savings banks. It is difficult to 
find anything against them, except that 
they would to some extent int rfe e 
with the business of private savings 
banks, as the absolute security offerei 
would be considered by many a full 
compensation for a lower rate of in- 
terest that the government would pay. 


COMMERCIAL. 


JAPANESE COMPETITION. The 
merchants and manufacturers of San 
Francisco appear to be much stirred 
up over the prospect of severe compe- 
titon on part of the Japanese, who 
have already been invadirg that field 
with their wares.

Producers’ Association and the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, after full {nvestiza- 
tion and consideration, ras reported 
that a great danger to the manufac- 
turing industries of the United States 
exists in the rapid strides being mate 
by Japan in manufacturing; and, 
whereas, this meeting of the m mbers 
of the Manufacturers’ and Producers’ 
Association and Chamber of Con- 
merce, called for the purpose of dis- 
cussing the subject, have listened to 
the report of said joint committee and 
remarks made, be it 
“Resolved, by the Manufaucturers’ 
and Producers’ Assciation and C a™m- 
ber of Commerce, in conv ntion assem- 
hled, that the Congress of the United 
States be requested and urged to ap- 
point a commission to inve ti~a’e th> 
question of Japanese manufactured inv- 
portations and Japanese export trade.” 


LUMBER FOR LOS ANGELES. Los 
Angeles and the Puget Sound country 
have been to some extent rivals, but 
the citizens of the northern section 
ought to entertain a very friendly feel- 
ing toward Los Angeles, for in all 
probability nothing has done more 
to build up the Sound than the im- 
mense consumption of lumber in Los 
Angeles and other cities of Southern 
California.

sition, as I know your board has noth- 
ing to do with it. I think the matter 
should be taken up at your next meet- 
ing and thoroughiy investigated, and 
the parties interested be compelled to 
withdraw the name “State of Caiifor- 
nia.”” We-have had enough experience 
with private individuals using the 
State’s name to further their own in- 
terests. I think our friend Budd can 
take a hand in the matter and put a 
stop to it. This end of the country is 
flooded with the New York advertise- 
ments, and I am beset daily with peo- 
ple wishing to know who is represent- 
ing the State and whether the parties 
are Yesponsible.” 

In the list of executive officers is the 
name of “Charles H. Wood, California 
agent.’’ The Board of Trade does not 
know Mr. Wood. Business men in this 
section of the State should refuse to 
have anything to do with this enter- 
prise until those who are backing it 
come forward with proper credentials 
and proofs of good faith.

SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA RAILWAY 
TO GET NEARER THE PEOPLE. 


Supervisors Recognise Mr. Pease as 
Sole Commissioner, bat Do not 
Instruct Others Whom te Rec- 
ognise—Water Tanks for the 
Desert. 


SAN BERNARDINO, Feb. 17.—(Reg- 
ular Correspondence.) The Santa Fé 
system evidently does not intend to 
permit the Southern Pacific Company 
to appropriate Southern Califoriia to 
So long as the Santa Fé had 
the only road into town, the location 
of the praesent main answered al 
purposes, though it was rather 
imconvenient: of access. The Third- 
street depot was much nearer, but was 
not available for all trains. The South- 
ern Pacific purchased the Redlands and 
Riverside motor lines, having its de- 
pot in the heart of the businass quar- 
ter. The Santa Fé attempted to get 
@ location near by for their depot, but 
that was opposed so powerfully that 
the scheme was abandoned. Now it is 
reported, with evidence of authenticity, 
that the road has a new project in 
view for making its trains far more 
easy Of access, and .that this project 
will materialize at an early date. The 
exact nature of the project is kept sub 
rosa until nearer consummation. 

SUPERVISORS MEET.

SAN DIEGO COUNTY. 


Speculating on the Object of Rail- 
road Magnates’ Visit. 

SAN DIEGO, Feb. 17.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) The arrival of E. P. 
Ripley, president of the Santa Fé, D. 
B. Robinson and Paul Morton, vice- 
presidents; W. B. Strong, ex-president, 
and several other. prominent officers of 
this great transcontinental system, 
causes talk and much speculation as 
to what these men are here for. . It is 
known that they are not here for their 
health. It is commonly believed that 
they have come to the Coast for the 
prime purpose of seeking an entrance 
for the Santa Fé into San Francisco, 
When the Santa Fé gets its own road 
into San Francisco the Southern Pa- 
cific will build into San Diego. That is 
the opinion of competent judges of the 
matter. On Sunday the Santa Fé offi- 
cials inspected the suburban railroads 
of this city. They looked at the Cuya- 
maca, the Pacific Beach and the Na- 
tional City roads, and then took dinner 
with O. J. Stough, who is an intimate 
friend of a number of these officers. 
Whether the Santa Fé people have 
concluded arrangements with the Val- 
ley.road for an extrance into San Fran- 
cisco cannot be definitely ascertained, 
Indications point that way. Indications 
also point to an entrance being se- 
cured into this city by the Southern 
Pacific over the Cuyamaca read’. One in- 
dication is the strenuous public denial 
by the officers of the Cuyamaca that the 
Southern Pacific intends to use their 
road. Then, .too, the proposed exten- 
sions ofthe Cuyamaca road into the back 
country are not believed to be contem- 
plated by the Cuyamaca people with- 
out their having the assurance of co- 
operation from the Southern Pacific 
people. It is not believed that the 
Cuyamaca road has any surplus cash to 
spare for making extensions of the 
road on its own hook, 

Mines in the Julian district are at- 
tracting much attention.

SANTA ANA FURNISHES A MURDER 
MYSTERY. 


Jose Sepulveda Shot Down in the 
Street by an Unknown Assassin. 
Supervisors Bay a Potter’s Field. 
Notes and Personals. 


SANTA ANA, Feb. 17.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) Murder was committed 
here this evening. José Sepulveda, a 
bright young Mexican boy, who resides 
with his mother on South Main street, 
was shot down like a dog while he 
was on his way to a dance near the 
Southern Pacific Depot. 

A little after 7 o’clock several resi- 
dents on South Main street, near Chest- 
nut avenue, heard a pistol shot, but 
nothing unusual was thought of it. A 
little later Frank Demus, who was com. 
ing up town almost stumbled over the 
injured lad, who was then in the agon- 
ies of death. He was asked what was 
the matter with him, but only a few 
gurgling sounds could be heard in an- 
swer. Bemus hurried on to notify the 
officers. Heman Harris came along 
a little later, and he, too, stumbled over 
the body. 

A few minutes later when a Times re- 
porter arrived, several officers were 
around the body with flickering torches, 
trying if possible to get some clew to 
the assassin. The boy Jay in a pool of 
blood. The boy’s hat was about three 
feet away. The ground about looked 
as if there might have been a short 
struggle, but there were no powder 
mar on the face to show that the 
pistol had been close up. 

The bullet hole is just below the left 
eye, through the cheek bone. The 
poor boy’s mother arrived just before 
he was lifted from the sidewalk into 
the dead-box, and her wailing was in- 
deed pitiful. To The. Timse reporter 
she stated that her boy’ had left the 
house only half an hour before; that he 
had dressed after supper and told her 
he was going out to a, dance. 

Who so foully murdered the boy is 


yet a mystery, but Sheriff Nichols and 


deputies were on the ground to get 
what clews they could. It is reported 
that young Sepulveda quarreled this 
afternoon with a person here in town, 
and that toward evening the two went 
out to settle the difficulty. Whether 
this is the end of the settling, or not, 
the officers will endeavor to ascertain, 
The boy’s body is now at the under- 
taker’s, and an inquest will be held 
tomorrow morning.
